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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, are drawn to a method, classified in class 435, subclass 372. 

II. Claims 7-18, are drawn to a device, classified in class 210, subclass 789. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of group I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 
The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can 
be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed is not limited to collecting fetal cells 
but can be used for other cells. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Mr. Tang on 3/12/2004 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-6. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claim7-18 withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
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or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(1). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 . 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1 ,2, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over USP 
5,447,842 (Simons). 

The Simons patent discloses the various methods for separating fetal cells from 
maternal cells including binding one of the cell types to a immobilized antigen. The 
immobilized antigen can be placed on beads in the container or the antigen can be 
immobilized on the interior surface of the container (see col. 10, lines 5-18). The 
reference is silent as to incurring "chaotic flow" to induce contact. However, in the 
absence of unexpected results one skilled in the art would expect that any type of flow 
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of the suspension liquid, as long as it resulted in the mixing of the liquid would be 
sufficient to cause contact between the cells and immobilized antigen. 



Claims 3-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The remaining US patent are generally related to the claimed 
invention.
